Last Friday E. V. Deb£ issued a proc- 


lamation to the 
Amefrican Railway 


Union, which was evidently intended to 
excite the prejudices /of hiB subjects. 
Among other things / he says, for that 
purpose, is this: 
/ 


The struggle with/ the Puliiuan com- 


pany has developed/ into a contest be- 
tween the producing classes and the 
money power of tlie country. This is 
what Lincoln predicted at the close of 
the civil war and »t was this reflection 
that gave the gihsat emancipator his 
gloomiest forebodings. 


That which Mr. Debs accepts as the 


saying of Mr. TLiincoln is a fraud and 
was garbled fipm a passage in a message 
transmitted fa Congress, not "at the 
close of thflf civil war," as Mr. Debs 
says, but Dec. 2, 1861, which was re- 
peated by far. Lincoln to a committee 
of workingmen from New York, March 
21, 1864. The message was intended to 
show the dangerous attitude of secess- 
ion to labor. The fraud was used in the 
campaign of 1890 and 1892 by dema- 
gogues in the attempt to prejudice the 
laborer against hie employer and thus 
induce him to vote for the party whi^h 
is controlled by the same people 
sought, by rebellion, to sot up a de«pot- 
ism over labor; the very thing M.T. Lin- 
coln warned the workingmen to ,l>oware 
of in the message which has be^n so un- 
i/istly and designedly emasculated. [See 


e, Public Services and Styate Papers 
Abraham Lincoln— Ray toond, pages 


224 and 498.] 


The forgery to which Bftr. Debs refers 


reads as follows: 
/' 


Monarchy is soaietiutes hinted at as a 


possible refuge from /the power of the 
people. In my position I would be 
scarcely justified were 1 to omit exercis- 
ing a warning vo^ce against returning 
despotism. Ther* is one point to which 
I call attention./ It is an effort to place 
capital on an eofual footing with, if not 
above labor, jto the structure of the 
government. I. bid laboring people beware 
of surrendering a power which they 
already possess, and which, when sur- 
rendered, vwill surely be used to close the 
door of advancement to such as they, 
and fix rfew disabilities upon them until 
all of liloorty shall be lost. 


To afhow how dishonestly the forego- 


ing y'as made up, the words used to 


itruct the fraud arc printed in italics, 
he passage from the message which 


fs&llows. 
The reader should carefully 


'domparo the message with the fraud, 
and also note the fact that Mr. Lincoln, 
in the first part, shows the relation of 
the rebellious states to labor, and in the 
latter part, shows the proper relation of 
capital and labor, and closes by appeal- 
ing to working men not to permit the 
despotism of secession to succeed iu 
changing these relations. Mr. Lincoln's 
theory, it will be noted, is quite different 
from that of Mr. Debs. 


As before stated, on March 21, 1864, a 


committee from a New York association 
of workinsmen, which had elected Mr. 
Lincoln an honorary member, waited 
upon him and delivered an address, to 
which ho replied as follows: 


Gentlemen of the committee: 
The 


honorary membership in your associa- 
tion, as generously tendered, is gratefully 
accepted. 


You comprehend, as your address 


shows, that the existing rebellion means 
more, and tends to do more, than the 
perpetuation of African slavery — that it 
is, in fact, a war upon the rights of all 
working people. 
Partly to show that 


this view has not escaped my attention, 
and partly that I cannot better express 
myself, I read a passage from the mes- 
sage to congress in December, 1861:" 


It continues to develop that the insur- 


rection [the rebellion] is largely, if not 
exclusively, a war upon the farst princi- 
ple of popular, government, the rights 
of the people. Conclusive evidence of 
this is found in the most grave and ma- 
turely considered public documents, as 
well as in the general tone of the insur- 
gents [the rebels]. In those documents 
we find the abridgment of the existing 
right of* suffrage, and the denial to the 
people of all right to participate in the 
selection of public officers, . except the 
legislative, boldly advocated with labored 
argument to prove that large control of 
the people in government is the source 
of all political evil. Monarchy itself i» 
sometime* hinted al as a possible refuge 
from thepotrer of the people, 


In my present position / could seai~ce- 


tybe justified irere I to omit raising a 
warning voice against this approach of 
returning despotism. 


It is not needed, nor fitting here, that 


a general argument should be made in 
favor of popular institutions: bnt there 
i.t one point, with its connections, not BO
